! the short time that Indiana has been 


The Indiana And-Saloon League 


has prepared some statistics to show 
ithe remarkable falling off in arrests 
since the prohibition law went into 
effect. The records in eleven repre- 
sentative 
cities in Indiana 
reveal 


j that whereas there were 1,831 ar- 
| rests'in March for all causes in Ap- 
Mvere only 1,177 for al Icanses in Ap- 
' ril. 
For drunkeness the 
arrests 


numbered 453 in March as compared 
to 1(i9 in April. These figures do 
not include 44o arrests in Indiana- 
polis for failure to take out vehicle 
licenses. They-are left out in order 
to ma'ke a proper co'mparison. 


Jt will be seen that the falling off 


of arrests for all causes was nearly 
35 percent while there was a reduc- 
tion of arrests for drunkenness of 
nearly 63 per cent. Th* figures speak 
for themselves, but even these fig- 
ures' do not tell all of the facts. For 
example the report from Richmond 
shows 2<i drunks for the month of 
April, but eight of these drurfks were 
arrested on April 
2, and four 
of 


these were Indianapolis saloon keep- 
ers who had been to Eaton, Ohio, to 
store temporarily their wet goods, 
anl were drunk 
in Richmond 
and 


were arrested and fined. 


Of the 
nine men 
arrested 
for 


drun'xs in 
Newcastle, during 
the 


month of April, seven were arrest- 
ed during the two wet days at the 
beginning of the month and the two 
other arrested men were of import- 
ed drunks, one being from Cincin- 
nati, and the other man from Bloom- 
ing! on.

HE Red Cross is the greatest instrument o1 


mercy the world has ever seen. Noble as the 


service of mercy and helpfulness was in Civil War 
days, the Red Cross surpasses it immeasurably not 
only in the range" and variety of its effort, but in 
efficiency and effectiveness.

The Red 
Cross is an army without a gun that wages war 
only upon suffering and heartache. Where the 
flag of the stars goes there the banner of the Red 
Cross must fly beside it. We watch our boys go 
forth to war with a spirit of hopefulness because, we 
know that this great agency of humanity presses 
close behind them; that its work is not incidental, 
but the intelligent directed effort of One of the 
most marvelous organizations ever contrived by 
American genius. 


We have all contributed to the Red Cross; we 


shall be called upon again to contribute to its 
funds,—again and perhaps again. 
And we will 


respond again and yet again! For this is a war for 
the defense of civilization, and we of great, free, 
splendid, glorious America, have every intention 
that it shall be fought with the army of the Red 
Cross solidly supporting our soldiers. 


STRETCHING PARIS TO 


MEET THE NEEDS OF FRANCE 


THE -RED CROSS HAS HELPED WHERE GOV. 


ERNMENTS WERE HELPLESS. 


The avalanche of refugees that 


swept into Paris from the north of 
France had been the despair of the 
civil 
authorities. 
Tljese. homeless, 


stunned people were a new responsi- 
bility to be added to the thousands of 
wounded men that came steadily from 
,1116 shambles of the west front. 


Paris is an old city. 
It was not 


ready to take in its ngtghbors' -chil- 
dren. Its population was already a 
tight fit So it made the best of its 
poor hospitality by offering up its gar- 
rets. New building construction seem- 
ed impossible. Men were scarce. The 
mechnuic was either manning the 
trendies or fighting the fight in the 
vnr factories. Paris was dislracted. 


It is wonderful indeed how nobly 


Paris tried to' meet this condition. 
And it is remarkable how Paris met it 
with the aid of our own Red Cross. 
Unhampered by red tape or precedent, 
our lied Cross put on overalls and 
.1t:mpoi-, carried the hod. became archi- 
tect, engineer and contractor and wont 
into the building of homes. Here was 
n rliiircli lot that lay vacant; here an 
unfinished hospital; there a worn out 


building, all of which in a fortnight 
were started on their way toward new 
apartments, rooms and sleeping wards. 


We here at home who associate the 


great Rod Cross .movement with baud-' 
ages and-white gowned, nurses must 
lose this old illusion in the light of a 
thousand other works for humanity. 


In tills case we see the Red Cross 


first as diplomats convincing the civil 
authorities of Paris as to their ability 
to remedy the situation, then as 
architects remodeling buildings, chang- 
ing building plans, hiring labor gath- 
ered by themselves from the ex-sol- 
diery and the older man, .all the while 
working under every imaginable hand- 
icap, while Father Time cried, "Get it 
done, get it done." 


So out of the garrets came these de- 


spairing people^to find new hope ir 
clean homes, to get new cheer out of 
sheer bodily comfort and fresh cour- 
age to again take up the great trusl 
that France has kept so well—"to car- 
ry on." It is not strange that oui 
French brothers believe in your own 
Red Cross just a little more than yon 
do. But. should this be?

Thirty Millions for France. 


I have here1 a big sheaf of sheets 


filled with figures; One item is thirteen 
million and odd dollars—the amount 
which, up to that time, had gone to the 
local chapters of the Red Cross in the 
United States for local relief. Twenty- 
five per cent of the money subscribed 
through the chapters eventually goes 
that way. 


Over thirty millions have been ap- 


propriated for w.ork in France. Here. 
is a million and a quarter—In round 
numbers—for * military hospitals and 
dispensaries; over a million and a half 
for canteen.service, where French and 
American soldiers, relieved from the 
trenches, can get feood food, a cot, a 
bath, and have their clothes disinfected 
i-and so go on for their brief holiday 
clean, rested, nourished. There are 
over three millions for hospital supply 
sen-ice; half a million for rest sta- 
tions for American troops.

It was a monotonous .stretch of ugly 


trench, wire entanglements, gaping 
Shell doles, accented by fhe blackened 
skeleton of shell killed forests silhouet- 
ted against a doll, hopeless sky.

land like our own Ohio and Indiana— 
rich in grain fields, orchards and. gar- 
dens.

Putting Villages Back on Map. 


"This was once a French village." he,

said! pointing to a long, low barracks, 
which plainly had been recently built. 
"We are working fo{ the; AmeVican 
Bed Cross—putting villages back on the 
map. '.In four more weekS'we'ir Be out • 
of here and on our way to toe next 
rain, for there are many villages that 
need us. We go from place to place, 
always finding that our- lumber has 
reached there first, so we can get right 
to-work, clean up and move on again." 


It is Just like pioneering, this re- 


building work of our Red Cross—only 
more. important—more important be- 
cause It is vital to the winning of the 
war that these people come back to 
their soil and plant new crops—for fu- 
ture years of war or peace. 


And so the tide of war sweeps back 


from whence it came, a Red Cross 
army follows close behind 'in uniforms 
of overalls, armed with Yankee ham- 
mers and nails to coax back the found- 
lings that have been brushed into 
squalid helplessness 'In the south and 
east 


They are coming back home now, 


Just a few days behind these carpen- 
ters—back to the beet fields, the gar- 
dens and the farms.- Soon they will be 
feeding themselves and tbousands\ot 
others.

It seems longer, but It was less than 


four years ago that the nations had 
not yet started hi to wipe each other 
olT the map and that the only times 
-.vhen one heard of the Red Cross were 
times of flood or disaster and at 
Christmas time, when the peaceful lit- 
tle Red Cross tuberculosis seals made 
their annual appearance. •
